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After the exchange of opinions, it was agreed that 
King would answer any press inquiry with the following 
observations: 


That he was deeply impressed by the large number 
of Senators who called for the cessation of the bombing; that 


he regretted the resumption of the bombing; and t he was 
hopeful that the United Nations would be nelpful. 


Levison, in concurring with the observations 
enumerated, said they were very important because they show 
that others aside from King, opposed the resumption of the 

' bombing. Levison said the. important thing facing them was 
how to point out how much opposition there was to the bombing.
